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RELIEF WORK PROGRESSES AT GALVESTON 


ALVESTON, TEX., September 18. 
The work of clearing the streets of 
debris is progressing rapidly under 
the perfect organization instituted by 
military rule under Adjutant General 
Scurry. Over 2,000 men are engaged on 
the work. Ninety-eight bodies are report- 
ed as having been found in the wreckage 
and removed today. making a total of 
1.81 victims so far recovered. This list 
is far short of the accurate number of 
dead found. because no official records 
are kept. 

Bodies found are buried or cremated 
and no systematic record has been Kept. 
The storm wrecked almost every vault in 
the six cemeteries, and many of the 
dead were washed to sea in metal cas- 
kets. So far only one casket has been 
found. It had been carried three miles 
from the vault. The extension of the 
electric lighting system continues. By 
tomorrow the district from Twentieth to 
Twentv-seventh street and from the bay 
to Broadway will be cyuipped with elec- 
tric lights. More than 200 skilled mechan- 
ics were brought here today from Texas 
cities. This work is carried on through 
a committee consisting of B. Adoue and 
Rey. Father Kirwin, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the labor council, who pass 
upon the recommendations and qualifica- 
tions of all applicants, 

The total number of dead is still esti- 
mated at 5.000 to 6,000. The newspaper 
list is over 4.000. The names of many 
negroes, Mexicans; Italians and other for- 
eigners cannot be secured. 

The work under the direction of the 
health department was pushed with vigor 
and rapidity today. As fast as disinfec- 
tants arrive they are being distributed 
over the city, and large quantities are

The sick and wounded are re- 
ceiving the best of treatment and the fa- 
cilities are such that any one needing 
medical attention can have it on appli- 
cation. Besides the other hospitals and 
medical relief stations already in service, 
the marine hospital and refuge camp was 
opened this afternoon and will accommo- 
date a large number of patients. Per- 
sons able to travel have been taken from 
the hospitals and sent in the revenue 
cutters and by other means of transpor- 
tation to Houston and other relief sta- 
tions on the mainland. The outlook from 
a health standpoint is very encouraging. 

Three pile drivers were got to work 
closing up the breach in the Galveston 
bay bridge made by the steamship Roma. 
The rebuilding of the bridge is progress- 
ing rapidly. A message from General 
Superintendent Nixon, of the Santa Fe, 
to General Manager Polk this evening 
says their trains will be able to cross 
on Tunursday. Orders have been issued 
to allow freight to proceed to Galveston. 
The one bridge will be heavily taxed to 
accommodate al the trains. The tracks 
on Galveston island will be completed to 
the bridge tomorrow noon. Engines are 
again running into the-union depot and 
switching in the wharf yards and. are 
bringing freight to the ships in port. 

A prominent grain exporter from New 


York said today that serious misrepre- 
sentations of the condition of the port 
and the grain stored here have been pub- 
lished. The waterworks system is being 


} gradually restored and the mains are now 


supplying the various hospitals. Miss 
Clara Barton. of the Red Cross Society, 
has been tendered the use of the oid 
Sealy building, formerly used by the gen- 
eral offices of the Santa Fe railway, and 
has opened a depot for supplies.

He ex- 
pressed great confidence in the future of 
the port. The sentiment here is to go 
right ahead with the sewer system and 
paving of the streets. 

A bureau has been established to take 
complete census of the city. yeneral 
Scurry has ordered that all families liv- 
ing within a block of the pile of debris 
back of the district entirely swept away 
shall move out as a sanitary precaution. 

To Ascertain Number of Dead. 

Judge R. W. Hudson,: grand dictator 
of the Knights of Honor, will go with 
the lodges of that order tomorrow and 
ascertain the losses of all members.

WILL REBUILD CITY AT ONCE. 


Governor Sayers Discusses Galves- 
ton’s Prospects for the Future. 
Austin, Tex., September 18.—Governor 
Sayers today, speaking of the Galveston 
situation, said:

The report is a very voluminous docu- 
ment. making some fifty typewritten 
pages. and gives a complete review of 
the case. with the master’s findings a5 
to withdrawing, permanent investment 
and borrowing stockholders, and the doc- 
umentarvy and oral evidence introduced 
and identified.

Total a eet as ie ec ee . $270,110 50 
The master in chancery adds: “The 
foregcoing financial statement proves that 
this association was insolvent only be- 
cause of inability to carry out its scheme 
in maturing its stock, to pay withdraw- 


ing stockholders and to meet the heavy | 
charges against it caused by adverse de- | 


cisions of the supreme court of the state 
of Georgia on the question of taxation. 
and decisions of the supreme courts of 
Other states in which a large number 
of its loans were placed on the question 
of usury.”’ 


Provisions as to Stockholders. 


With reference to the withdrawing 
stockholders, Master-in-Chancery Hill 
corcludes that they are not creditors and 
are not entitled to preference or priority’ 
of payment over other stockholders. 

In the case of the permanent inveat- 
ment stockholders he decides that the 
permanent investment stock, under the 
contract made with the association, is a 
part of the capital sto:.& of the asso- 
ciation, and in the distribution of the as- 
sets of the association stands on a parity 
with other stock. 

Relative to the borrowing stockholders 
the report says: 

“The receiver, Mr. Johnson, thinks there 
is ho doubt of the ability of the receivers 
in realizing at least 75 per cent of the 
amount paid into the loan fund out of 
the assets of the association. I think, 
therefore, that 35 per cent of the amount 
paid into the loan fund by the borrow- 
ing stockholders can be safely allowed to 
them as a credit on their indebtedness 
to the association as an anticipatory div- 
idend. and I so recommend.” 

Continuing. concerning the latter class 
of stockhoiders, the report says: 

“I therefore recommend that the re- 
ceivers of the Atlanta National Building 
and Loan .Association shall at once dea 
mand of all borrowing stockholders the 
amounts due by them to the association 
for principal, interest, premium, insur- 
ance, taxes and any other charges and 
expenses as per the tableau prepared by 
the receivers. * * * 

“To all borrowing stockholders who

SISTERS CLAIM PROPERTY 


———— 


Allege That Land Was Bought with 
Earnings of All. 


————— 


CASE IS AN INTERESTING ONE 


Women Labored for Years To Accu- 
mulate Property from Which 
Four Might Receive Benefits. 


Probably one of the most 
suits- involving the claim to property 
ever brought into the courts of Fulton 
county was that of Mrs. 8S. F. Ritter, 
Mrs Susan Holcomb and Mrs. CordeKa 
King against W. J- Fagin, their brother 
in law. and his wife, which has been filed 
in the superior court throvgh Attorneys 
Burton Smith and J. W. Moore. 

It is set out in the petition that the 
plaintiffs and Mrs. Fagin are sisters, Mrs. 
Fagin being the eldest. In the fall of 
1885 they. were. all living with their fa- 
ther. a step her and a sister, now 
dead. At that’ time none of them pos- 
sessed property of any kind. The father 
was a helpless *nvalid and remained 50 
antil about three years ago, when he 
died. 

Fifteen years ago, so it is averred, the 
sisters agreed together that Mrs, Fagin 
should have the management of the 
home and whatever property might be 
accumulated by the combined efforts of 
all. Further, that the plaintiffs shouid 
hire themselves out and endeavor to earn 
wages. It was agreed that they should 
spend only what was absolutely neces- 
sary and any surplus was to go into a 
common fund to be invested for the bene- 
fit of all. 

As Mrs. Fagin was to be manager, she 
was intrusted with the duty of investing 
this monev in her own name. The peti- 
tion declares that while she was to con- 
trol the property, yet she was to be con- 
sidered in the nature of a trustee. Be- 
tween the years 1885 and 1889, so the peti- 
tioners aver, their joint earnings amount- 
ed to $2,000. 

In 1886 Mrs. Fagin received severe in- 
juries by falling through a grating in the 
city and she sued for damages. In the 
meantime. while she was unable to at- 
tend to her househo'd duties, she agreed, 
to quote the petition, if her sisters would 
take care of her while sick that if she 
was awarded any damages for her inju- 
ries. the money should be added to the 
general fund. Two years after receiving 
the injuries she was given $1,000. This 
Was put with the other money and the 
entire amount invested in seventy acres 
on the Roswell road. 

According to the petition in the case, 
what was left of the fund, together with 
other money, was spent in improving the 
land. Seven years ago one-half of the 
property was sold for $1,750 and this sum 
re-invested, lots on Longley avenue being 
purchased, It is charged that until re- 
cently this property has been in the name 
of Mrs. Fagin, but the plaintiffs now 
charge that it has been conveyed to her 
husband. They allege that according to 
information which they have received, he 
is contemplating disposing of the land 
at a sacrifice and intends leaving for 
Texas. Mrs. Fagin married Fagin last 
December and her sisters aver that he 
has been instfumental in influencing her 
to repudiate her agreement with them, 
and also the trust imposed in her. 

They now seek to have a restraining 
order issued to prevent Fagin from sell- 
ing the property or outsiders from buy- 
ing it. They want a receiver appointed 
to take charge of the property and look 
after it until the matter has been final- 
lv settled in the courts. They also ask 
that Mrs. Fagin be removed from the 
trusteeship of the property. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding officer 
of the Fulton superior court, has issued 
a temporary restraining order and has 
set a hearing of the vase for the morn- 
ing of the 29th, or as soon as possible 
after that date.

Every child in the city is entitled to a seat, 
and to instruction during the school term. 
Provision should be made for seating all that 
apply. I was a member of council when th- 
schools were inaugurated. [ voted for the first 
appropriation to them. I have since at all 
times given them my support, and 1 shail 
favor a just and sufficient distribution of the 
city’s income to their support and efficient 
service, depending largely upon the éstimate 
of tne board of education for thelr proper sup- 
port. As ex-officio a member of the board 
of education, I will give my time, experience 
and support toward making our city 
the boast of our people, and the pride of cur 
city. 

I will try and suggest some plan by which the 
children will have more than a singie day to 
purchase their books at the opening of the 
sessions. 

The health of our city is in 
our sanitary department. Its 
and continued improvement is 
sefitial to maintain the position 
holds as the healthiest city in the union. We 
will continue to be free from epidemics, and 
a safe refuge for those fleeing from infected 
cities so long as we keep our sanitary depart- 
ment up to the full measure of efficiency. 
Atianta’s mayor shoula be familiar with the 
work of this great health saving department 
and prepared at all times to pass intelligent 
judgment on the work done and wise direction 
to that needed. 

The protection of our-property is in the hands 
of our fire department. Its present efficiency 
needs no word of commendation. To its able 
chief and the capable, devoted men he has 
employed, is due the credit for the best fire 
system in this or any other country. The 
liberal appropriation heretofore given this de- 
partment should and must be continued. 

The protection of the people and the good 
order of the city is in the hands of our police 
department. With the means at hand we have 
had the best results attainable in this depart- 
ment. Good men, well disciplined, have been 
employed. I certainly say this service should 
be enlarged. <A larger appropriation will be 
needed for this department to give the protec- 
tion demanded by the people at home and the 
visitors within our gates. 

The health of the city, its 
growth, the development of new enterprises, 
all depend, more than anything else, on the 
assurance of the efficiency of our waterworks 
Large expenditures are immediately necessary 
to bring our system up to the needs of our 
growing city. Where to get the money and 
how to bring about the necessary additions 
without increasing our taxes or greatly en- 
larging our bonded debt is the problem or 
next mayor and council must meet; and if that 
responsibility falls on me I shall meet it with 
all the business experience I have had. VUur 
water supply will have my careful attention. 
The problem is on us and our mayor and coun- 
cil must devise some method to strengthen 
and’ materially increase our supply of pure 
water. , 

Now that our main streets have been well 
paved (with the exception of Peters, which 
should have renewed paving), I believe the city 
should hereafter look to the paving of her 
side and back streets with chert and broken 
stone at little expense to the adjoining property 
holders. This can be done under proper 
management with small expenditure of money 
with the rock in the city’s quarry. 

The Grady hospital and all our 
institutions will have my support to the full 
measure of our resources, They bespeak the

With $50,000 generously offered by one cf 
our leading citizens, and with as much more 
assured from our railroads, the Whitehall 
street viaduct should be built without any de- 
lay.

The weekly crop bulletin issued by Sec- 
tion Director Marbury. of the local 
weather bureau, shows that while the re- 
cent rains have materially benefited 
all other crops they have caused the out- 
look for cotton to be not so encouraging: 

The report in full follows: 


the and i4th by general, and _ in 
most heavy rains, which greatly 
revived pastures, softened up the soil so 
that fall plowing and seeding can be 
Started: came too late to be of benefit to 
cotton or corn, both of which are too 
far advanced to be improved. Cotton, 
which is mostly open in the middle and 
southern counties, has been damaged con- 
siderably in some sections. Most of’ the 
week picking progressed uninterruptedly 
and large quantities of the staple were 
picked and marketed. There are some 
sstpacaltits GI worms. In the middte 
and southern divisions about all the cot- 
picked. A good many turnips 
sown during the week, seed 
that were sown earlier have not come 
up well, the land being too dry _ = for 
germination. Considerable plowing will 
be done during the coming week. Fall 
gardens being planted and some rye has 
been sown. Peas, potatoes and other 
minor crops are beginning to show the 
beneficial effects of the recent’ rains. 
While the outlook for late crops is mucn 
brighter than last week, that for cotton 
is really not so encouraging, as this crop 
needs dry weather so it may be saved 
in good condition.
